didn't to think that Abraham Lincoln 
tried to fight for his country once 
as a private in the ranks, only to find 
that the fight was over before he had 
had a chance to fire a gun at the 
enemy , say s a w’riter in the Pitts­ 
burgh Dispatch. 
The hardships were 
his, but the military glory was not. 
It wras in 183 2 when Black 
Hawk, 
chief of the Sac and Fox Indians, 
made war on the forts and settlers 
in northern Illinois and 
Wisconsin. 
Lincoln, 24 y ears old, enlisted in a 
volunteer company of mounted rang­ 
ers. 
In the same war Zachary Tay ­ 
lor, afterward president, was com­ 
m a nda nt a t Fort Crawford, Prairie 
du Chien, Wis., and under him, as 
lieutenant, was Jefferson Davis. 
Linco ln Had a Reward. 
The war was over and Chief Black 
Hawk brought captive to Fort Craw­ 
ford before Lincoln had seen any ac­ 
tual fighting, y et on the march and 
in camp he had made himself so pop­ 
ular with his comrades that soon a f ­ 
ter his return to New Salem, 111., his 
townspeople nominated him for the 
legislature. 
In later y ears when Zachary Tay ­ 
lor was a candidate for president and 
ex travagant claims for military hon­ 
ors were set up by the democratic 
candidate, Gen. Lewis Cass, Lincoln, 
then in congress and an ardent sup­ 
porter 
of 
Gen. 
Tay lor, 
ridiculed 
Cass’ pretensions to soldier fame in 
a speech before the house, and allud­ 
ed to his own military career in the 
Black Hawk war in this way : 
Linco ln o n Gen. Cass' Career. 
*‘By the way , Mr. Speaker, did y ou 
know I am a military 
hero? 
Yes, 
sir. 
In the day s of the Black Hawk 
war I fought, bled and came away . 
Speaking of Gen. Cass’ 
career 
r e ­ 
minds me of my own. 
I was not at 
Stillman’s defeat, but I was about as 
near it as Cass was to Hull’s surren­ 
der, and like him I saw the place 
very soon afterward. 
It is quite cer­ 
tain I did not break my sword, for I 
had none to break, but I bent my 
musket by accident. 
If Gen. Cass 
went in advance of me in 
picking 
whortleberries, I guess I surpassed 
him in charging on the wild onions. 
If he saw any live, fighting Indians, 
It was more than I did; but I had a 
good many bloody struggles with the 
mosquitoes, and although 
I 
never 
fainted for loss of blood, I can truly 
say I was often very hungry .” 
Got a Quarter Section of Land. 
Lincoln was given a quarter section 
of wild land in Iowa for his service 
as a soldier. 
A comrade in the ranks 
was John T. Stuart, who 
took 
Mr. 
Lincoln into law partnership with 
him. 
The Lieut. Robert 
Anderson 
who mustered Lincoln into 
service 
was the Major Anderson who com­ 
m anded Fort Sumter when it 
was 
fired on in ’61. 
At an interview with 
President Lincoln after the evacua­ 
tion of Sum ter Maj. Anderson 
was 
surprised when asked by the 
presi­ 
dent, ‘‘Major, do y ou remember meet­ 
ing me before?” 
To Anderson’s ad­ 
mission that he had no such recol­ 
lection, Lincoln replied: ‘‘My m em ­ 
ory is better than y ours.

War’s Demand Bring Man­ 
ufacture o f Dy es in This 
Co untry to Fro nt. 


LOOKING TO EXPORTS

Chicago, 
111., 
Feb. 19 .— Due to 
w a r’s demand for dy estuffs, the Unit­ 
ed States practically doubled her out­ 
put, and in the nex t three y ears will 
be a close competitor of Germany as 
the largest dy e-making country in the 
world, according to Robert Alfred 
Shaw, vice president of the National 
Aniline and Chemical Company , Inc., 
and a director in the American Man­ 
ufacturers’ Ex port Association. 
He said attention is being given to 
development of foreign m ark e ts'a nd 
branch offices of largo American con­ 
cerns. 
American dy e manufacturers 
not only supllied the enormous tex ­ 
tile demands due to the war, hut also 
the need of the American army and 
navy , Mr. Shaw said. 
In addition, 
the American ex ports in 19 18 were 
valued at more than $10,000,000. 
Quantity was urged by the gt)vem- 
ment during the war, but now clos­ 
er study will be given to different 
colors, he saidv 
“ Before the war 
Germany was producing 9 00 colors 
and America now is making 160 of 
these colors and they are ty pe for 
ty pe equal to their Germany proto­ 
ty pe.” 
“ The ex port trade is a m atter to 
which we are giving deep thought,” 
Mr. Shaw continued. 
“ We are estab­ 
lishing offices in the far east and 
elsewhere at a heavy ex pense, but we 
intend to place American dy es every ­ 
where. 
To this end we will need 
help from many sources. 
It is p e r­ 
haps not generally known that Ger­ 
many ex port goods were subsidized 
by the German railroads to the ex ­ 
tent of 25 per cent in freight reduc­ 
tions.” 
Overseas freights, he said, 
were important matters to he dealt 
with. 
“ It is assumed that the American 
tex tilo trade intends to support the 
American dy e-stuff industry ,” said 
Mr. Shaw. 
“ The wrorld now regards 
manufacture of dy estuffs as a pivotal 
industry and that each large nation 
must be self-dependent. England has 
adopted a license sy stem which pre­ 
cludes the importation of colors th at 
its own producers can make. 
"Rfght now, however, it is of great 
importance to the American tex tile 
manufacturer that the American dy e- 
stuff trade should develop its ex port 
outlet in ord^r that costs for Amer­ 
ican dy es may he kept on a parity 
with products of foreign taanufac- 
ture.”
